State School

At 10:30 this morning, a frail 
10-year-old 
boy 
walked quietly 
through the huge glass doors of 
the Kastern States School and 
Hospital on Route I in Trevose. 


Accompanied by two adults, he 
sat down in one of the chairs of 
the spacious lobby and looked 
about appraisingly. 


This was to become his home 
— for one, two. or five years— 
or perhaps for the remainder of 
his life. 
First Child 


He was the first of some 400 
to 500 children who will eventual­ 
ly be housed in the building — 
a structure dedicated to the care 
of 
emotionally 
disturbed 
chil­ 
dren. 


It was opening day 
of the 
school and hospital, built by the 
state, and eventually to be the 
largest of its kind in the coun­ 
try. 


There were no special opening 
day ceremonies — no throng of 
people — no special fanfare.

“People find this hard to be­ 
lieve,” Dr. Huxtable said, “but 
we must provide every facility 
for these children.” 
Among the personnel will be 
around - the - clock nurses for 
the children, maintenance crews 
doctors, psychologists, dieticians, 
cooks, kitchen help, aides, social 
workers and others. 
Cost of the school was $9,000,000 
and was built over a period of 
two years. 
The school is one of several 
built by the state during that 
time. Some will be for the care 
of emotionally distrubed children 
and adults, others for retarded 
children and adults, some just for 
emotionally disturbed adults. 
Definite Purpose 
The Eastern States school will 
be 
exclusively 
for 
emotionally 
disturbed children up to adoles­ 
cent age. 
Dr. Huxtable. who was appoint­ 
ed by Gov. William Scranton, last 
June hypnotized a man in a Col­ 
umbus courtroom and succeeded 
in getting him to testify about the 
charge of the first degree man­ 
slaughter.
